RAMPANT RIVERS. DREADED SCOURGE ! 


They Overflow Cltefr Ranks In the 
Soath aad Do Great Damage

Ck>x.TNIBIA, S. O., Sept. 8.—On Thurs- 
day night, the Oongaree river rose fif< 
teen feet, overflowed its banks and inun- 
dated thousands of aores of cotton and 
oorn lands. 
For ten days it has rained 
here daily. 
The wet weather has pre 
vented the opening of eotton and has 
rotted the fibre in the pod. 
It is still 
raining and cotton buyers estimate that 
if the rain continaes twenty-five per 
cent, of the crop ^ill be lost.

Broad and Saluda rivers are also np, 
The damage will reach over 9100,000.

Mr. Stevens pens the complaint him 
self in excellent legal form and alleges 
that in 1886 the parties named had him 
adjudged insane by Esquire Oassady, of 
Monroeville, and he was deprived of his 
liberty. This has damaged him to the 
extent of $100,000. 


Mr. Stevens was formerly a banker at 
Monroeville and a man of means. He 
was later editor of the Monroeville 
Breete and drifted on down the scale 
antil he lost his reason to some extent. 


He was once adjudged insane in the 
circuit court, but later the disability 
was dissolved.

A Siberian ForTtardinff Prison. 


From (ieorge Kennan's account of 
"The Plains and Prisons of Western 
8il)eria" in the Cefif'tn/ we quote the 
following: 
"The Tinmen prison was 
originally built to hold 500 prisoners, 
but 
was 
subsequently 
enlarged 
by 
means of detached barracks so that it 
could accommodate 800. 
On the day 
of our visit, as w<> were iiiformed by a 
small blacklioard hanging licside tlie 
office door, it contained l.Tll. 
As we 
approached 
the 
entrance 
we 
were 
stoj^ped by an armed sentry. Avho, upon 
idu'iig informed that 
we 
desired ad- 
mittance. shouted through a sijuare port- 
hide in the heavy gate, ' Star-she-e-e!' 
(the usual call for the oiiic(>r of the day). 
A corporal or sergeant, with a saber at 
his side and 
a Colt's rcvolvi-r in a 
holsti r on his hip. aiiswered the sum- 
moDs, carried our not(> to the warden, 
and in a moment wt^ were admitted to 
the prison yard. 
Fifty or sixty exiles 
and conN'icts were walking aimlessly 
back and forth in front of the nniiu 
prison building, or sitting idly in groups 
liert> and there on the ground. 
They 
were all dress,'d from head to foot in a 
costume of gray, consistin.g of a visor- 
less Scoti-h ca]), a shirt and trousers of 
coarse homes))uu linen, and a long gray 
overcoat with 
one 
or 
two diamond- 
sha])ed patches of black or ytdlow (doth 
.sewn n])on the i)ack between the shoul- 
ders. 
Nearly all of th<^m wore leg-fet- 
ters, and th<> air 
w as tilled witli a po- 
culiar clinking of chains w hich suggest- 
ed the continuous jinL!,ling of innumer- 
able l)unches of keys. 


"Ti)(> first • kain: ra ' or cell tliat we 
entered was situated in a one-stoi-y log 
barrack standing against the Avail on 
the left of the gat.\ and built evidently 
to rec(M'\ e the oM>rtlo\\- from thecrowded 
main Viuilding. 
The room was about 
'•>') fe-'t in length by 2') in width and I'J 
fe."thig!i; its walls of hewn logs were 
co\ ered w it h dirty w hitewash : its rough

Censorship of the Mails and the Tele- 
graph—How Letters Are 
Violated.

There is no such thing iis a newspaper in 
Eussia. 
There are 430 daily journals print- 
ed throiighcui the empire of 104,000,000 
p^opulation, but they never containJicws. 
Current 
information is strictly excluded. 
There is always a continued story in the 
sheet, an chiborate pull" of the leading 
actress, annniun-enieuts of the principal 
theaters, a de<i-riplion of some new painting 
at the gallei-y, ¡¡rrhaps, or a paid notice of 
the opening ol a n<'\v store, wliile in tJie 
telegraphic corner are a few dispatches an- 
nouncing Ihe lot^s of a ship at sea, or a rail- 
way accident in America, or an account of 
the latest duel in Fi-ance. But any refei - 
ence to occurrences in I'etersburg in one of 
the newspupiu':; of that city would create 
the biggest irort of a sensation. 


While I was there the birtluUiyof the Em- 
press was ceicbratixl by giving a grand fete 
St the summer ])alace at I'etcrholf, at the 
cost of $250,000 for illuminations and ilrc- 
works. It v>as the grandest display I ever 
saw, and it is ditTlcult to conceive of one 
any grander. 
TIK; next morning the several 
newspapers of I'eterslnirg contained a four- 
line paragrapli, aiiuouncingthat the fete had 
been successiul, and that was all. Tliis 
game paragraph appi^ared verbatim in all 
the papers of Europ.-. It had been furnished 
to the foreign news ag<'ncy, as well as to the 
local press, by th<' censor. In the same 
papers on tlia.t day I noticed a half-column

Almost immédiat(dy after KatkolT's death, 
liowever, the subsidy wliieh tlie Mose.ow 
GaztUe 
had received was taken away and 


given to the Grazkdanin. 
edited by Prince 
Meshtcherskl, which will hereafter be the 
oracle of the government in that city. It is 
not only common but habitual to subsidize 
newspapers in Eussia. The official organ 
always receives a bounty from the govern- 
ment, and tlie editor is thus recompensed 
for his devotion, as he is reimbursed for his 
expenditures in publishing official docu- 
ments. 
Often other papers receive subsi- 
dies, 
financial 
assistance, 
and faithful 
editors get pensions or decorations, 
thus 
alïording an inducement to be loyal and 
obsequious. 
Nearly every Minister in the 
empire has hi& personal organ. 


But the censor must examine every copy 
before it is issued to the public. For his 
convènience the papers are printed one day 
in advance. 
The type of Thursday's paper 
is set on Tuesday. 
On Wednesday morning 
the forms are made up; one copy is printed 
and sent to the censor, who looks it over at 
his Jeisure during the day, and returns it to 
the office with his official stamp of approval 
on each pag(^ This copy is carefully filed 
away as a i)rotection for the editor, who 
then sets his ])resses at work and orders the 
edition distributed to the subscribers. If 
there is anything in it that the censor can 
not approve he marks the objectionable ar- 
ticle, which is taken out of the forms and 
something else substituted. If the censor 
is otherwise engaged the paper has to wait. 
Sometimes the issue of Tu(>sd;iy will be de- 
tained till Wednesday and sent out with the 
Wc'dnesday issue, but it makes very little 
difference. Last week's paper is just as in- 
teresting as to-day's. 


All foreign mails are also submitted to 
the censor, not the same man v.'ho reads 
the local papers, but another, who has his 
licadqnarters and a stall" of readers at the 
general postoiïlce. AH newspaper mail is 
<luniped on his table, except that addres.«ed 
to the members of the diplomatic 
corps 
and high ofli.'ials. That is supposed to be 
deliviu-ed promptly, without 
examination. 
So th<! Ami-rii-aii Minister gets liis papers 
sonielimes a week ahead of other residents. 


Eveiy wrapper is opened. If the paper 
contains an object iomikle article, something 
in the way of criticism of "the administra- 
tive system" of Eussia, for example, the 
ci-nsor tak(>s a large pad, dips it in the ink 
and stamps it upon the ^irticle, obliterat- 
ing it. 


Thus ho incendiary articles .TJ-C allowed to 
obtain cireulation among the people. No 
critieisrts of the tiovernment aro allowed to 
be rea<t, and no n<;ws from <'xiled nihilists. 


At the time I was in Petersburg there was 
.a good deal of comment in the foreign pa- 
pers about the policy of the Czar in relation 


to thepostoflBce. or it is retained as evl- 
dence of treason. 


Not long ago it was openly charged 
that 
the mail of one of the foreign legations was 
tampered with, and a great fuss was made. 
The poStoffice officials indignantly denied it, 
but every one believed the chargé was true. 
There is no doubt that the police obtain a 
great deal of important information from 
tlie letters they read, and it is dangerous to 
write to or receive a letter from a suspected 
person. Not long since a lady was sent to 
Siberia for corresponding with a fugitive 
nihilist. She was not aware why ho was 
living in England. 
There was nothing in 
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his letters that implicated either her or him 
in any conspiracy agriinst the Government, 
but he had been engag.'d in a plot and had 
escaped to London, where he wrote inno- 
cent letters that ruined a girl lie loved. 


I;etters going out of the liussian post- 
oiYlces are (>xaniined, as well as those that 
come in. All packages jitldressed to foreign 
newspapers are openecl and their 
contents 
ri'ad. 
Corr»!spon<lents residing in liussia 
write upon the' thinnest sort of stationery, 
and address the envehipes t«i individuals or 
business llrms, so as to ¡ivoi<l the espionage

The siime espionage is exercdsed over the 
telegriiph iis over the mails. A i-orresiion- 
dent dare not send a dis])atch by wire from 
I'etersburg to a newspaper. It would lUiver 
be didivered if it contained anything olijee- 
tionable, and if it did not the fact of ius 
having sent sudi a message would make 


him the object of suspicion and police atten- 
tion. Correspondents of foreign newspapers 
in Russia have arrangements by which they 
send their news by mail to some agent 
across the border, who opens the envelope 
and telegraphs its contents. 


To pay for aU this trouble and annoyance 
the people are taxed. 
Upon every news- 
paper received at a hotel or private resi- 
dence there is a stamp for postage due, like 
that on an overweight letter in the United 
States, and the revenue from this source 
goes to support the censorship. 
There is a 
similar tax in Austria, although there is no 
censor there. 
In that country a miblisher 
cannot lie about his circulation. 
He has to 
pay so many kreutzers (pennies) on every 
copy published, and every copy is stamped 
by an adjustable automatic machine as it 
passes through the press. 
The stamp ap- 
pears on the margin of the paper near the 
title, numbered, so that the reader knows 
whether his copy is number 1 or number 
18,750 of the edition of tiiat day. 
Tiie ma- 
chine registers every paper passed through 
the press, and the revenue collector comes 
around in the morning, takes down the num- 
ber of copies printed, readjusts the machine 
for the next edition, and, going to the count- 
ing room, gets his money. 
On all newspa- 
pers passing thrfiugh the mails from foreign 
coiuitries a stamp is placed, which means 
so much postage due.

The Fort Wayne public schools open 
for the scolastic season next Monday 
and everything is in readiness to receive 
the army of pupils. 


T H E 
S E N T I I R B I I sent a representative 
out to inspect the schools yesterday and 
the young man was cordially handled by 
Supt John S. Irwin, who has every- 
thing in the best possible order and is 
fully alive to the great educational re- 
quirements and details 


The High school building will be in 
the nature of a surprise to its pupils. 
The hallways and ¡corridors are hand- 
somely papered, the book-keeping and 
stenographic department is equipped with 
modern desks, the history room has 
student chairs, a Henry F. Miller grand 
piano graces the music and drawing 
room, Profebsor Dryer has new and im 
proved aparatuses for his extensive 
Jabratory and all through the great 
school seems transformed. 


Dr. Irwin has a new and elegant as 
sortment of pictures to grace the school 
waUs, the supply room puzzles the unin- 
itiated, while a huge barrel of ink greets 
you at the entrance. 
Everything 
scrupulously clean, marvtlously pre- 
served and carefully watched. The play 
room is in the basement, the dining room 
for scholars from a distance and last, 
but not least, a toilet room to dense the 
urchin who chances to come in with 
soiled hands or face. 


The interior finish of the high school 
is light and it gives an impression of 
sunshine to every nook and corner and, 
although everything is iu place, every 
place is bright. The study rooms are 
cheerful* the ventilation perfect, the 
sanitary arrangements beyond improve 
ment. 


fhe old Clay street school, although 
built thirty-five years ago, is so recon 
structed and arranged after Dr. Irwin's 
ideas that it is admirably 
appoint- 
ed and entirely free from danger, a 
point that has been criticised. Twelve- 
inch brick walls separate all the rooms, 
fumaoes are encased in monster wails, 
stoves stand on stone slabs and security 
is painted, everywhere. 


The Harmer street school is a bright, 
modem building. It has been calcimin- 
ed from cellar to roof, in fact all the 
schools have, and the work has been so 
skillfully performed as to make it mar- 
velously like a painting. 


The new McOulloch school, out iu 
the extreme east end, is almost under 
roof. It is happily conceived, so that 
if occasion requires it, the covering can 
be lifted and another story added at the 
pleasure of the trustees. The school is 
named after Hon. Hugh McCuiloch, the 
ex-secretary of the treasury, who, by the 
Wdy, was the first school trustee ever 
elected in Fort Wayne. 


The drive was next to the Hanna 
street school, then to the Miaer street 
school and then to the Washington 
street school. They are ail alike, bright 
as a silver dollar and just as inviting. 


"I have studieá ihe distaLce," re- 
marked Dr. Irwin, "and find that the 
exact distance between all the schools is 
jost sixteen miles. We hi^ve 120 teachers 
and betweeo 4,000 and 5,000 scholars, so 
that when 1 get around to see all of 
them you can see it is no email task." 


Every want has been supplied. The 
winter coal supply lies iu the cellars, 
matting has been stretched over the 
stairways to insure noisless travel, the 
doors open out and have air pressure 
safeguards to prevent taeir closing on 
little children. The desks are couvenient 
and arranged to gire students the best 
advantages of light and air. The whole 
artangement charms one and surely the 
citizens of Fort Wayne do not sufficient- 
ly realize what a magnificent t^chool 
system we have aud what splendid edu- 
cational advantages their ehildren enjoy. 


To Dr. John 8. Irwin much of the 
honor is due, but behind him is a pro- 
gressive school board, r« ady to sanction 
everythiug 
teuding to increase the 
efficieucj of the Bchool system. 


The edocation and training of the 
young is in competent and capable 
hands, as will be seen by the following 
list of teachers:

Spilders' Webg. 


X read a statement in this magazine 
not long ago, about the spiders' webs 
that cover the fields and meado\rs on 
certain mornings in the summer, which 
is not entirely exact. 
It is not quite 
true, in the sense in -which it was ut- 
tered, that these spiders' webs are more 
abu ,dant on some mornings than on 
other, 
and 
that 
they presage fair 
weather. 
Now the truth is, that during 
the latter half of summer these webs 
are about as abirndant at one time as at 
another; but they are much niore no- 
ticeable on some mornings than 
on 
others,—a heavy dew brings them to 
view. 
They are especially conspicuous 
after a morning of fog, such as often 
fills our deeper valleys for a few hours 
when fr.ll ajipniaches. 
They then look 
like little napkins sjn-ead all over the 
meadows; I saw fields last summer in 
August, when one could step from one 
of these dew-napkins to another, for a 
long distances. 
They are little nets 
that catch the fog. 
Every thread 
is 
strung witli innumerable, fine drojis, 
like 
tiny beads. 
After an hour of 
snn.shine the webs, are apparently, gone. 


Most country people, I find, think 
they are due to" nothing but the moist- 
ure"; others seem to tliink that the spi- 
ders take them in as morning advances, 
lint they are still there, stretched above 
the grass at noon and at sunset, 
as 
aliundant as they are at sunrise; 
and 
and are more serviceable to the spiders, 
because less visilde. 
Tlie flies and in- 
sects would avoid them in the morning, 
but at midday they do not detect them 
so readily. 


If these webs have any significance 
as signs of the coming weather, this 
may be the explanation: 


A heavy dew occurs under a clear, 
cool sky, and the night preceding a day 
of rain IS usually a dewless night. Much 
dew, then, means fair weather, and a 
copious dew discloses 3]>iders' webs. 
It 
is the dew tliat is significant, and not 
the 
webs.—Joltii Burroughs,

The Rev, T. De Witt Talraage, D. D., 
took for the subject of his vacation ser- 
mon: "Plasters That Will Not Stick." 
His 
text was: "Miserable 
comforters 
are ye all." Job xvi, 2. 
Following is 
the sermon: 


The man of Uz had a great many trials 
—the loss of his family, the loss of his 
property, the loss of his health; but the 
most exasperating thing that came upon 
him was the tantalizing talk of 
those 
who ought to have sympathized with 
him. 
Looking around upon them, and 
weighing what they had said, he utters 
the words of my text. 


Why did God let sin come into the 
world? It is a question I often hear dis- 
cussed, 
but 
never 
satisfactorily 
an- 
swered. 
God made the world fair and 
beautiful at the start. 
If our first par- 
ents had not sinned in Eden, they might 
have gone out of that garden and found 
fifty paradises all around the 
earth— 
Europe, Asia, Africa, North and South 
America—so many floAA-er gardens, or or- 
chards of fruit, redolent and luscious. 
I suppose Avhen God poured out the 
Gihon and the Hiddekel, He poured out, 
at the same time, the Hudson and the 
Susquehanna; the Avhole earth Avas very 
fair and beautiful to look upon. 
Why 
did it not stay so? 
God has the power 
to keep back sin and woe. 
Why did He 
not keep them back? 
Why not every 
cloud roseate, and every step a joy, and 
every sound music, and all the ages a 
long jubilee of sinless men and sinless 
women? 
God can make a rose as easily 
as He can make a thorn. 
Why, then, 
the predominance of thorns? 
He can 
make good, fair, ripe fruit as well as 
gnarled and sour fruit. 
Why so much, 
then, that is gnarled and sour? 
He can 
make men robust in health. 
Why, then, 
are they so many invalids? 
Why not 
haA-e for 
our 
Avhole 
nice 
perpetual 
leisure, instead of this tug and toil and 
tussle for a livelihood? 
I will tell you 
why God let sin come into the world— 
when I get on the other side of the 
Kiver of Death. 
That is the place where 
such questions will be ansAvered and 
such mysteries solved. 
He who this 
side of that river attempts to answer the 
question only illustrates his own 
ig- 
norance and incompetency. 
All I know 
is one great fact, and that is that a herd 
of woes have come in upon us, trampling 
down everything fair and beautiful. 
A 
sword at the gate of Eden, and a sword 
at every gate- 
More people under the 
ground than on it. 
The grave yards in 
vast majority. 
The six thousand win- 
ters have made more scars than the six 
thousand 
summers 
can 
cover- 
up. 
Trouble has taken the tender heart of 
this AVorld in its two rough hands and 
pinched it until the nations wail with 
the agony. 
If all the mounds of grave- 
yards that Lave been lifted were put 
side by side, you might step on them 
and on nothing else, going all around 
the Avorld, and around again, and around 
again. 
These are the facts. 
And now I 
have to say that, in a world like this, 
the grandest occupation is that of giv- 
ing condolence. 
The holy science of 
imparting comfort to the troubled we 
ought all of us to study. 
There are 
many of you who could' look around 
upon some of your very best friends Avho 
wish you well and are very intelligent, 
and yet be able truthfully to say to them 
in your days of trouble, "Miserable com- 
forters are ye all." 


I remark, in the first place, that very 
voluble people are incompetent for the 
work of 
giving 
comfort. 
Bilbad and 
Eliphaz had the gift of language, and 
with their Avords almost bothered Job's 
life out. 
Alas for these voluble people 
that go among the houses of theatflicted 
and talk, aud talk, 
and talk, and 
talk! 
They rehearse their OAvn sorrows, and 
then they tell the poor sufferers that 
they feci badly now, but they will feel 
worse after awhile. 
Silence! Do 
you 
expect, with a thin 
court plaster of 
words, to heal a wound deep as the soul? 
Step very gently around about a broken 
heart. 
Talk very softlj- around 
those 
whom God has bereft. 
Then go your 
way. 
Deep sympathy has not much to 
say. 
A firm grasp of the hand, 
a com- 
passionate 
look, 
just 
one Avord that 
meaus as much as a whole 
dictionary, 
aud you have given, perhaps, all tlie 
comfort that a soul needs. 
A man has 
a terrible Avound in his arm. 
The sur- 
geon comes aud binds it up. 
"Now." he 
says; "carry that arm in a sling, and be 
very careful of it. 
Let no one touch it." 
But the neighbors have heard of the ac- 
cident. and they come in, and they say, 
"Let us see 
it." 
.And the bandage is 
pulled otl", aud this one and that one 
must feci it, and 
see hoAV much it is 
SAVollen; and there is irritation, and in- 
flammation, and 
exasperation, 
where 
there ought to be healing and 
cooling. 
The surgeon comes in. and says, "What 
does all this mean? 
You have no busi- 
ness to 
touch those bandages. 
That 
Avouud will never heal unless you let it 
alone." 
Sothere are soulsbroken down 
in sorrow. 
AVhat they most want is rent, 
or very careful aud gentle treatment; 
but tlie neighbors 
have heard of the 
bereavement 
or of the loss, aud they 
come in to sjmpathize, and they say, 
"Show us the wound. 
What wore Lis 
last words? 
llehearse 
UOAV the 
Avliole 
scene. 
How did you feel Avhen you 
found you were au orphan?" tearing olf 
the bandages here, ami pulling them olf 
there, leaving a ghastly Avound that the 
balm of God's grace had already begun 
to heal. 
Oh, lot no loquacious people, 
with ever rattling tongues, go into the 
homes of the distressed! 
Again I re- 
mark, that all those persons are incom- 
petent to give any kind of comfort Avho 
act merely as Avorldly 
philosophers. 
They come iu aud say; 
"Why, this is 
Avhat you ought to have expected. 
The 
laws of nature must have their 
way;" 
and then they get eloquent over some- 
thing they have seen in post-mortem 
examinations. 
Now, away with all hu- 
man philosophy at such a time! 
What 
difference does it make to that father 
and mother what disease their son died 
of? He is dead,and it makes no difference 
whether the trouble was in the epigastric 
or hypogastio region. If the philosopher 
be of the stoical school he will come and 
«ay: "You ought to control your feel- 
ings. 
You must not cry so. 
You must 
have 
self-reliance, 
self-government, 
self-co/itrol," 
an iceberg reproving a 
hyacinth for having a drop of dew in its 
•ye. 
A violinist has his instrument, and 
he sweeps his fingers across the strings, 
now evoking strains of 
joy, and now 
«trains of sadness. 
He can not play all 
the tunes on one string. 
The human 
Boul is an instrument of a thousand 
strings, and all sorts ,of emotions were 
made to play on it. 
Now au 
anthem, 
noAV a dirge. 
It is no evidence of weak- 
ness when one is overcom» of sorrow. , 


Edmund Burke was found in the pasttire 
field with his arms around a horse's 
neck, caressing him, and some one said, 
"Why, the great man has lost his mind!" 
No; that horse belonged to his son who 
had recently died, and his great heart 
broke over the grief. 
It is no sign of 
weakness that men are overcome of their 
sorrows. 
Thank God for the relief of 
tears. 
Have you never been in trouble 
when you could not weep, and you would 
have given anything for a good cry? 
David did well when he mourned for 
Absalom, Abraham did well when he 
bemoaned Sarah, Christ did well when 
He wept for Lazarus; and the last man I 
want to see come anyAvhere near me 
when I have any kind of trouble is a 
worldly philosopher. 


Again I remark, that those persons are 
incompetent for the work of 
comfort 
bearing who have nothing but can't to 
olfer. 
There are those Avho have the 
idea that you must groan over the dis- 
tressed and afflicted. There are times in 
grief when one cheerful face daAvning 
upon a man's soul is worth a thousand 
dollars to him. 
Do not whine over the 
afilicted. Take the promises of the gos- 
pel, and utter them in a manly tone. Do 
not be afraid to smile if you feel like it. 
Do not drive any more hearses through 
that poor soul. 
Do not tell him the 
trouble was foreordained; it will not be 
any comfort to know it was a million 
years coming. If you want to find splints 
for a broken bone do not take cast-iron. 
Do not tell them it is God's justice 
that weighs out grief. 
They want now 
to hear of God's tender mercy. 
In other 
words do not give them aqua fortis when 
they need valerian. 


Again I remark that those persons are 
poor comforters who have never had any 
trouble themselves. 
A larkspur cannot 
lecture on the nature of a snowflake—it 
never saw a snowflake; and those people 
Avho have always lived in the summer of 
prosperity cannot talk to those who are 
frozen in disaster. God keeps aged peo- 
ple in the world, I think, for this very 
work of sympathy. 
They have been 
through all these trials. 
They know all 
that which irritates and all that which 
soothes. 
If there are men and women 
here who have old people in the house, 
or near at hand so they can easily reach 
them, I congratulate them. 
Some of us 
have had trials iu life, and although we 
have had many friends around about us, 
we have wished that father and mother 
were still alive, that we might go and 
tell them. 
Perhaps they could not say 
much, but it would have been such a 
comfort to have them around. 
These 
aged ones who have been all through 
the trials of life know how to give con- 
dolence. 
Cherish them; let them lean 
on your arm—these aged people. 
If, 
when you speak to them, they cannot 
hear just what you say the first time, and 
you have to say it a second time, when 
you say it the second time do not say it 
sharply. 
If you do, you will be sorry 
for it on the day when you take the last 
look and bnash back the silvery locks 
from the wrinkled brow just before they 
screw the lid on. 
Blessed be God for 
the old people! 
They may not have so 
much strength to go around, but they 
are God's appointed ministers of com- 
fort to a broken heart. 


People who have not had trials them- 
selves cannot give comfort to others. 
They may talk very beautifully, and 
they may give you a great deal of poetic 
sentiment; but while poetry is perfume 
that smells sweet, it makes a very poor 
salve. 
If you have a grave in your path- 
Avay, aud somebody comes and covers it 
alT over with flowers, it is a grave yet. 
Those Avho have not had %rief 
them- 
selves knoAv not the mystery of a broken 
heart. 
Thoy knoAV not the meaning of 
childlessness, and the having of no one 
to put to bed at night, or the standing in 
a room Avhere every book and picture and 
door is full of memories—the 
doer-mat 
Avhere she sat, the cup out of which she 
drank—the place where she stood at the 
door and clapped her hands—the odd 
figures that she scribbled—the 
blocks 
she built 
into a house. 
Ah, no, you 
must have trouble yourself before you 
can comfort trouble ia others. 
But 
come all ye who have been bereft and ye 
Avho have been comforted in your sor- 
roAvs, and stand around these afflicted 
souls, aud say to them, "I had that very 
sorrow myself. God comforted me, and 
He Avill comfort you;" aud that Avill go 
right to the spot. 
In other AVords, to 
comfort others, we must have faith in 
God, practical 
experience, 
and 
good, 
souud common sense. 


But there are three or four considera- 
tions that I Avill bring this morning to 
those Avho are sorroAvful aud distressed, 
and that Ave can ahvays briug to them, 
knoAving that thcA' Avill effect a cure. 
And the first consideration is that God 
sends our troubles in love. 
I often hear 
people iu their troubles say, 
"Why, I 
Avonder Avhat God has 
against 
me!" 
They seem to think God has some grudge 
against them because trouble and mis- 
fortune have come. 
Oh, no.- Do you 
not remember that passage of Scripture, 
"Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth? ' 
A child comes in Avith a very bad splin- 
ter in its hand and you try to extract it. 
It is a very painful ojjeriition. The child 
draws back 
from you. but you persist. 
Yon are going to take that sj)linter out, 
so you take the child with a gentle but 
firm grasp, for, althoug'j there may be 
])ain iu it, the splinter must come out. 
And it is love that dictates it, and makes 
yon persist. 
My friends, I really think 
that nearly all our sorrows in this world 
are only tlie hand of our Father extract- 
ing some thorn. 
If all th<!se sorroAvs 
Avere sent by enemies, I Avould say, arm 
yourself against them; and, as in tropi- 
cal climes, Avheu a tiger comes doAvn 
from the mountains aud carries off a 
child from the village, the neighbors 
band together and go into the forest and 
hunt the monster, so I Avould have you, 
if I thought these misfortunes weresoni; 
by au enemy, go out and battle against 
them. 
But no; they come from a Father 
so kind, so loving, so gentle, that the 
prophet, speaking of His teuderuess and 
mercy, drops the idea of a father, and 
says, "As one Avhom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort A'OU." 


Again I remark, there is comfort inthe 
though that God, by all this process, is 
going to make you useful. 
Do 
you 
know that those Avho accomplish the 
most for God and Heaven have all been 
under the harrow? 
ShoAV me a man that 
has done anything for Christ in this 
day, in a public or private place, who 
has had no trouble aud whose path has 
been smooth. 
Ah, no. 


Again, there is comfort in the thought 
that all our troubles are a revelation. 
Have you ever thought of it in that con- 
nection? 
The man who has never been 
through chastisement is ignorant about 
a thousand things iu his soul he ought 
to know. 
For instance, here is a man 
who prides himself on his cheerfulness 
of character. 
He has no patience with 
anybody who is depressed in spirits. 
Oh, it is easy for him to be cheerful, 
with his fine house, his filled wardrobe 
and well strung instrviments of music 
and tapestried parlor and 
plenty 
of 
money in the bank waiting for some 
permanent 
investment. 
It is easy for 
him to be ciieerful. 
But suppose his 
fortune goes to pieces and his house 
goes doAvn under the sheriff's hammer 


and the banks will not have anything to 
do with his paper. 
Suppose those peo- 
ple who were once elegantly entertained 
at his table get so short sighted that 
they cannot recognize him upon the 
street. 
How then? 
Is it so easy to be 
cheerful? 
It is easy to be cheerful ^in 
the home, after the day's work is done, 
and the gas is turned on, and the house 
is full of romping little ones. 
But sup- 
pose the piano is shut because the fin- 
gers that played on it will no more 
touch the keys, and the childish voice 
that asked so many questions will ask no 
more. 
Then is it so easy? 
When a man 
wakes up and finds that his resources 
are all gone, hs begins to rebel, and he 
says: 
"God is hard. God is outrageous. 
He had no business to do this to me." 
My friends, those of us who have been 
through trouble know what a sinful and 
rebellious heart we have, and how mnch 
God has to put up with, and how much 
we need pardon. 
It is only in the light 
of a flaming furnace that we can learn 
our own weakness and our own lack of 
moral resource. 


There is also a great deal of comfort 
in the fact that there will be a family 
reconstruction in a better place. 
From 
Scotland, or England, 
or Ireland, a 
child emigrates to this country. 
It is 
very hard parting, but he comes, after a 
while writing home as to what a good 
land it is. 
Another brother comes, a 
sister comes, and another, and after a 
while the mother comes, and after a 
while the father comes, and now they 
are all here, and they have a time of 
great congratulation and a very pleasant 
reunion. 
Well, it is just so with our 
families; they are emigrating to a bet- 
ter land. 
Now, one goes out. 
Oh, how 
hard it is to part with him! 
Another 
goes. 
Ob, how hard it is to part with 
her! 
And another, and another, and we 
ourselves will after awhile go over, and 
then we will be together. 
Oh, what a 
reunion! 
Do you believe that? 
"Yes," 
you say. You.'do not! You|do not Itelieve 
it as you believe other things. 
If you 
did, and with the same emphasis, 
why, 
it would take nine-tenths of your trouble 
off your heart. 
The fact is. Heaven to 
many of us is a great fog. 
It is away off 
somewhere, filled with an uncertain and 
indefinite population. 
That is the kind 
of Heaven that many of us dream about; 
but it is the most tremendous fact in all 
the universe—this Heaven of the Gos- 
pel. 
Our departed friends are not 
afloat. 
The residence in which you live 
is not so real as the residence in which 
they stay. 
You are .afloat, you who do 
not know in the morning what will hap- 
pen before night. 
They are housed and 
safe forever. 
Do not, therefore, pity 
your 
departed 
friends 
who 
have 
died in Christ. 
They do not need any 
of your pity. 
You might as well send 
a letter of condolence to Queen Victoria 
on her obscurity, or to the Kothschilds 
on their poverty, as to pity those who 
have won the palm. Do not say to those 
who are departed, "Poor child!" "Poor 
father!" "Poor mother!" 
They are not 
poor. 
Y''ou are poor—you whose homes 
have been shattered—not they. 
You do 
not dwell much with your families in 
this world. 
All day you are off" to busi- 
ness. 
Will not it be pleasant when you 
can be together all the while? 
If you 
have had four children aud one is gone, 
and anybody asks you how many chil- 
dren you have, do not be so infidel as to 
say three. 
Say four—one in Heaven. 
Do not think that the grave is un- 
friendly. 
You go into your room to 
dress for some grand entertainment, and 
you come forth beautifully appareled; 
aud the grave is only the place where 
we go to dress for the glorious resur- 
rection, and we Avill come out radiant, 
radiant, mortality having become im- 
mortality. 
Oh, hoAV much condolence 
there is in this thought! 
I expect to see 
my kindred iu Heaven; I expect to see 
them as certaiuly as I expect to go home 
to-day. 
Ay, I shall more certainly see 
them. 
Eight or ten will come up from 
the graveyard back of SomerA'ille; and 
one will come up from the mountains 
back of Amoy, China; and another will 
come up from the sea off" Cape Hatteras; 
and thirty will come up from Green- 
wood; and I shall know them better than 
I ever knew them here. And your frieuds 
—thsy may be across the sea. but the 
trumpet that sounds here will 
souud 
there. 
You will come up on just the 
same day. 
Some morning you have 
overslept yourself, aud you open your 
eyes, and see that the sun is high in the 
heavens, aud you say, "I have overslept, 
and I must be up and off." 
So will you 
open your eyes on the morning of the 
resurrection, 
iu 
the 
full 
blaze 
of 
God's light, and you will say, "I must 
be up aud aAvay." 
Oh yes, you 
will 
come up, and there Avill be a reunion, a 
reconstruction of your family. 
I like 
what Halburton, I think it Avas—good 
old Mr. HarUnirtou—said 
iu his 
last 
moments, "I thank God that I ever 
lived, 
and that I have a father 
iu 
Heaven, and a mother in Heaven, and 
brothers in Heaven, 
and 
sisters 
iu 
Heaven, aud I am 
UOAV going to see 
them."

Titns, 
on this same dread unuiversary. eaptiired 
and sackod the place; and yet later, we are 
told. Hadrian besieged and took the city, 
putting thousands upon thousands to the 
sword.

WHAT THE LESSON- TE-VCHES.

It 
is. indeed, human nature, and we haAe often 
thought that had not Providene.^ so directed 
that the funds were usually exhausted and 
return cut ofT when the new lands were 
reached, onr large and beautiful West would 
have been much more slowly developed than 
it has been. Taking all into consideration, 
strange scenes, hostile natives, no wonder 
Israel wept.

Murmuring is <'asy. as easy as lying, 
and as desperately Avicked. 
Murmuring 
means murder. 
Savonarola w.is a pious 
man, a patriot, and Avithal popular in his 
day. -\(ter u Avhile Ave find him distrusted, 
then Avatehod. hounded, imprisoned, and 
finally they have j)ut to d'>ath one of the 
noblest of living men and robbed the world 
of one of its greatest ministers of good. 
Did Israel do much else with Moses? 


Woidd God Wf" hatt died in this 
wilder- 
nes.t. They had th»'ir pray>^r. In that very 
wilderness they perished, all but Joshua anil 
Caleb, loyal to the Lord. Take heed hoAV y<i 
pray. (Jod hears our cries whether uttered 
in arrogant proti-st or in meek peiition. 
He 
is a prayer-hearing and a prayer-answering 
(lod, and the plaint tiiat W'; lift to liim, 
Avhether it b<' V(.)i-al utt'-ran.-.- or tlie spee<-h 
of prevailing cc.tidu.'t, shall iriv" its due re- 
sponse. 
Would God Ave WTi' dfad. would 
tiod Ave had nt'vm- start'-d. wo\ild Uod we 
were back in desert days! Iv'Avare of sui'h 
prayers of {wtulatiey. (iod may take us at 
our word, and put us baek in some (•mpty 
wildernt'ss. What is the eoneentralfd praye^r 
of your life, brothi-r. fi'iendy Is it remon- 
strant or grati-ful? Is ir spiteful turning 
toAvard Egypt and the AviMern>'ss. or hoperul. 
resolute faeing of the future, however full of 
hills and giants?

A Siberian F*nr«rdtnff Prison. 


From George Kennan's account of 


"The Plains and Prisons of Western 
Siberia" in the Century we quote the 
following: "The Tiumen prison was 
originally built to hold 500 prisoners, 
but was subsequently enlarged by 
means of detached barracks so that it 
could accommodate BOO. On the day 
of our visit, as we were informed by a 
small blackboard hanging beside ttte 
office door, it contained 1,741. As we 
approached the entrance we wore 
stepped by an armed sentry, who, upon 
being informed that we desired ad- 
mittance, shouted through a square port- 
hole in the heavy gate, * Star-shc-e-e!' 
(the usual call for the officer of the day). 
A corporal or sergeant, with u saber at 
ris side and a Colt's revolver in a 
lolster on his hip, answered the snm- 
uoiii*, carried onr note to the warden, 
md in a moment we were admitted to 
:ho prison yard. Fifty or sixty exiles 
nnd convicts were walking aimlessly 
:>ack awl forth iu front of 'the main 
orison building, or sitting idly in groups 
liere and there on tho ground. 
They 


were all dressed from head to foot in a 
costume of gray, consisting of a visor- 
less Scotch cap, a shirt and trousers of 
coarse homespun linen, and a long gray 
overcoat with one or two diauiond- 
shaped patches of black or yellow cloth 
sewn upon the back between the shoul- 
ders. Nearly all of them wore leg-fet-. 
tors, and the air was tilled with a pe- 
culiar clinking of chains which suggest- 
ed the continuous jingling of innumer- 
able bunches of keys. 


'The first 'knm'era* or cell that we 


entered was situated in a one-story log 
barrack standing against the wall on 
the left of the gate, and built evidently 
to receive the overflow from the crowded 
main building. The room was about 
35 feet in length by 25 in width and 12 
feet high; its walla of hewn logs were 
covered with dirty whitewash; its rough 
plank floor was black with dried mud 
and hard-trodden filth; and it was 
lighted by three grated windows look- 
ing out into the prison yard. Down 
the center of the room, and occupying 
about half its width, ran the sleeping- 
bench—a wooden platform 12 feet wide 
and 30 feet long, supported, at a height 
of 2 feet from the floor, by stout posts. 
Each longitudinal half of this low 
platform. sloped a little, roof-wise, 
from the center, so that when tho pris- 
oners slept upon it in two closely packed 
transverse rows, their heads in the mid- 
dle were a few inches higher than their 
feet at the edges. These sleeping-plat- 
forms are known as'nares,' and a Si- 
berian prison cell contains no other 
furniture except a large wooden tub for 
excrement. The prisoners have neither 
pillows, blankets, nor bedclothing, and 
must lie on these hard plank nares with 
no covering but their overcoats. As we 
entered the cell, the convicts, with a 
sudden jingling of chains, sprang to 
their feet, removed their caps, and 
stood silently in a dense throng around 
the nares.

That is 
to say, men employed in the business 
of designing and producing the fash- 
ions are never sore that what they offer 
will be accepted. 
The picnres in 


this 
article, 
unlike 
the 
actuali- 


ties usually illustrated In this corres- 
pondence, are merely strong probabili- 
ties. It is true that the shapes may be 
taken in all faith as those which will 
prevail next. October and afterwards. 
The outlines of the lote fall and early 
winter garments are already fixed defi- 
nitely enough, and some of them .are 
shown in these sketches. This is par- 
ticularly true of the ball costume, with 
its slightly peculiar draping of arm- 
holes and bosom. 
It is as to the 


material that the writer would not like 
to stake her reputation as a prophetess. 
Manufacturers of silk and cotton vel- 
vets, in this country and abroad, are 
fully determined that their regally rich 
fabrics shall be fashionably worn for 
the ensuing season, and the dry goods 
dealers of New York acquiesce in 
this. Therefore, considerable stocks 
of velvets in all imaginable colors and 
qualities, and ranging from the plain 
piles to elaborately embossed surfaces, 
bare been ordered, and everything has 
been made ready to duplicate these in- 
vestments in case stylish women accept 
velvet as a favorite fabric. Already 
velvets are seen by piecemeal ia the 
very newest costumes ordered for wear 
in the cooler mountain resorts and at 
the seashore. The second fashion plate 
shows how velvet ia made up in a vest, 
to be worn under * white jacket. The 
next portrayal reverses the order, and 
produces a house drees of velvet with a 
soft white frontage to the waist One 
thing to be said in favor of the prob- 
able preference for velvet is that, while 
wealthy belles may find goods costing 
as much as a hundred dollars a yard 
(so fine and intricate is the hand clip- 
ping and embroidery), tolerably good 
imitations of the plainer kinds of silk 
velvet are cheaply procurable in cotton, 
which will not retain its color or gloss

very well, but which for awhile has a 
perfect semblance of the richer origi- 
nals. 


Leather trimmings, a coming novelty 


for autumn and winter gowns, have al- 
icitdy made their appearance, but I 
cannot say I think tho effect is particu- 
larly good. The leather gives a heavy 
appearance to the garment it is selected 
to adorn, and furthermore suggests the 
trappings of a well-cared-for horse or 
dog. It has its advantages, like most 
other things, and among them may be 
mentioned its durability and its excel- 
lence for tho bottom of skirts, which 
are being tinned up to the depth of 
three or four inches with either dark 
or light leather, according to the color 
of the dress. This keeps tho gowii in 
good order, and can be easily cleansed 
from mud spots or dust. Perforated 
leather vests are also being introduced, 
fastened with straps and buckles. 


In the way of freaks of parapher- 


nalia, the statement has been variously 
printed of late that rich young women 
have taken to wearing tighta instead 
of stockings. Some readers may have 
regarded this as an invention of 
women's railing enemy, man, but such 
is not the case. I have investigated 
the matter, and I find that the demand 
for fancy tights really has extended be- 
yond the women of the stage. 
For- 


merly, tights were only kept in stock 
by dealers in theatrical goods, but now 
tlio hosiery department in several of 
onr largest general stores keep a sup- 
ply. 
The substitution of tights for 


stockings is not going to be extensive, 
however, partly because there isn't any 
sense iu it, but chiefly for the reason 
that good silk tights of fancifully woven 
designs are very costly. 


Two new styles of hair dressing are 


shown in the lirafc and third pictures. 
Tho lady costumed for a ball or recep- 
tion not only has her forehead amply 
shaded by a loose bang, but her hair ia 
brought forward at the sides of her 
face as well. This is a coiffure becom- 
ing to faces with pronounced features, 
and especially those 'with too assertive 
noses. The girl at tho piano has her 
hair arranged in a juvenile fashion, 
somewhat suggestive of the "waterfall" 
of fifteen years ago. The revival will 
do very well for young girls, and is 
quite likely to come into vogue for tho 
winter. 


My readers fire wanting to know 


what to do about bustles, Tho ques- 
tion is rather important, because tho 
cut and draping of skirts depend upon 
it. It is safe to assume that tho hustle 
will not bo suppressed for a while yat. 
Tho attacks upon it uvo very deter- 
mined, and will result in a modifica- 
tion of it, but not in its abolition. 


Each season tho prediction has been 
made that the bustle must go, and 
every year until now tho prediction has 
been belied by the facts. By dint of u 
severe struggle, its enemies have pre- 
vailed, and there is a very marked 
diminution in the size of tonrnufe. 
Extremists, however, are going as 
much in the other direction, und the 
skirts of many of the ultra dresses are 
limp, ungraceful, and devoid of any 
cachet whatever. A little detention 
is always necessary lo the success of a 
well-hanging gown. Just as long as 
dresses are made with elaborate dra- 
peries and fullness at the back, will 
there be need of something beneath 
the top of a skirt to serve as support, 
or to give graceful outstanding effect. 
The best rule to follow, therefore, is 
for each woman to decide for herself 
just how much or how little of bustle 
she will wear, and in coming to a de- 
cision she should be guided by a con- 
sideration of her own figure. If she is 
rather slim she may affect an jesthetic 
limpness of draperies, which from an 
artistic point of view is 
pleasant 


enough, but if she is at all inclined to 
fleshiness, it is more than likely that 
she absolutely requires a bustle in or- 
der to produce sightly outlines. A 
round of the most fashionable of the 
city dressmakers doesn't carry the 
writer to a conclusion in this matter. 


ie of the very finest costumes or- 


dered for swell occasions, this month 
•ud next, are to be devoid of bustles* 
although the draperies will distend 
themselves a little at the rear without 
any interior support. But I observe, 
that in every case the girth of tne waist 
indicated a slender woman. Other and 
equally rich dresses were expanded 
rearward by inserted steels to an extent 
as great as hitherto. When onr most 
elaborate dressers thus disagree about 
the bustle, there is nothing for their 
Jess independent sisters to do except to. 
consult personal taste and physical re- 
quirements. 


The belles at the watering-places are 


getting ready to go home, and the more 
pretentious of them nr« ordering trav- 
eling cloaks for that purpose. 
They 


told me at one dressmaking establish- 
ment about a daughter of wealth who 
had spent the summer in the mountains, 
and who was telegraphed to by rela- 
tives to return at once to the city.

The ofllcial organ 
always receives a bounty from the govcrn- 
uiOnt. and the editor is thus recompensed 
for his devotion, as ho is reimbursed for hm 
expenditures in publishing ofllcial docu- 
ments. Often other papers receive subsi- 
dies. Duancial assistance, and 
Itiithful 


editor's get pensions or .decorations, thus 
affording an inducement to bo loyal and 
obsequious. Nearly every Minister in tho 
empire has his personal organ. . .. 
liut tho censor most examine every copy 


before it is issued to the public. For his 
convenience the papers are printed one day 
in advance. Tho typo of Thursday's paper 
is set on Tuesday. On .Wednesday morning 
tho forms are made up; one oopy is printed 
and sent to the censor, who looks it over tit 
his leisure during tho day. and returns it to 
tho ofllco with his ofllcial stamp of approval 
on each-page. This copy is carefully lllcd 
uway as a protection for tho editor, who 
then sets his presses at work and orders tho 
edition distributed to the subscribers. If 
there is anything in it that tho censor can 
not approve ho marks tho objcctiouablo ar- 
ticle, which is taken out of tlio forms and 
something else substituted. If the censor 
is otherwise engaged the paper has to wait. 
Sometimes tho issue of Tuesday will bo do- 
tniued till Wednesday and sent out with tho 
Wednesday issuo, but it makes very little 
difference. L;ist week's paper is just as in- 
teresting as to-day's. 


All foreign mails are also submitted to 


the censor, not the same man who reads 
the local papers, but another, who has bis 
headquarters and' a sliilt of readers at the 
general post'offico. All newspaper 'mail is 
dumped on his table, except that addressed 
to the members of the diplomatic corps 
and high officials. That, is supposed to be 
delivered promptly, without examination, 
i^o the American Minister'gets his papers 
sometimes a week ahead >oLpthcr residents..

The hallways and Corridors are hand- 
somely papered, the book-keeping and 
stenographic department is equipped with 
modern desks, the histoiy room has 
etndent chairs, a Henry F. Miller grand 
piano graces the music and drawing 
room, Professor Dryer has new and im- 
proved aparattues for his extensive 
labratory and all through the great 
school seems transformed. 


Dr. Irwiu has a new and elegant as 


Bortmcnt ol piotnres to grace the school 
walls, the supply room pozzies the unin- 
itiated, while a lioge barrel of ink greets 
yon at the entrance. 
Everything is 


scrupulously clean, marvelonsly pre- 
served and careiully watched. 1'he play 
room is in the basement, the dining loom 
for scholars from a distance and last, 
but not least, a toilet room to dense the 
nrohin who ohanocB to come in with 
Boiled hands or face.

An important Innovation. 


The possibility of welding by cluc- 


tricity has been known longer'than is 
gounndly supposed, Prof. Elilm Thom- 
son having accidentally melted together 
the wires of an induction coil some 
eleven years ago. The mishap was the 
germ of a process likely to find an nl- 
jnost infinite variety of applications, 
finch as :the welding of gold rings, 
fiteel axes, parts of locomotives, boiler 
plates,, tubes, wire lines, lead pipes, etc. 
Among the advantages of electric weld- 
ing, according to JJr.

not long ago, about tho spiders' webs 
that cover the fields and meadows on 
certain mornings in the summer, which 
is not entirely oxact. 
It is not quite 


true, in the sense in which it was ut- 
tered. that these spiders' webs arc more 
ill m ;dant on some mornings than on 
other, 
and that they presage fair 


•vvyatlier. Now the truth is, that during 
tlm latter half of summer these -web's 
are about as abundant at one time as at 
another; but they are much inore no- 
tice-able, on some mornings than 011 
others, — a heavy dew brings them to 
view. They are especially conspicuous 
after a morning of fog, such us often 
fills our deeper valleys for a few hours 
when fi:ll approaches. 
They then look 


like little napkins spread all over the 
meadows; I saw fields last summer in 
August, when one could step from one 
of these duw-uapkins to another, for a 
long distances. 
They, are little nets 


that catch the fog. -Every thread is 
strung" with innumerable, fine drops, 
like tiny beads.
